Now  the  Catholic  doctrine  is  thatjwnen 
the  bread  and  the  wine,  used  in  the  maAs.  are

blessed  by  the  priest,  they  are  changed  into 
the  actual  body,  blood,  soul  and  divinity  pf 
Christ;  and  that  those  who  eat,  feed  upon 
Christ,  etc.  That  is,  they  eat  the  actual 
body  and  blood  of  Christ.  All  who  eat  the 
mass  with  Catholics,  according  to  Paul’’* 
statement,  fellowship  their  doctrine  about 
the  Supper.  I do  not  believe  one  word  of 
what  they  teach  on  this  point.  I hate  the 
very  thought.  Therefore,  should  I eat  with 
them,  I would  condemn  myself  by  san- 
ctioning Tty  my  act  what  I do  not  believe. 
So  with  all  others  who  condemn  I heir 
“bloody  eucharist.”  No  sensible  Protes- 
tant, would,  if  pe  nil  it  ted,  eat  “the  sfwVa- 
ment"  with  Catholies. 

Well,  what  is  true  about  eating  with  the 
Catholies  is  true  about  eating  with  Luther- 
ans. Lutheranism  teaches  that  when  the 
bread  and  wine  are  consecrated  for  use. 
they  are  not  changed  into  the.. actual  body 
and  blood  of  Christ,  but  the  “substance  of 
the  body  and  the  blood  of  Christ  comes  in- 
to the  elements,  and  eo-exists  in  and  with 
them;  as  heat  comes  into  and  oo-existk  in 
and  with  a bar  of  heated  iron.” — Scliaff — 
Herzog  Enc , Vol.  1,  page  549.  This  illus- 
tration was  used  by  Luther  himself.  , Now, 
who  believes  such  folly f No  Baptist.  But, 
according  to  Paul’s  statement,  to  partake  of 
the  Supper  with  Lutherans  would  sanction 
this  sacraincntarian  aping  of  Rome.  No 
thinking  man  who  does  not  believe  the  doc- 
trine will  be  so  weak. 

Well,  further,  what  is  true  with  eating 
with  Catholics  and  Lutherans  is  true  of  eat- 
ing with  those  who  hold  the  Reformed  View. 
Those  who  hold  this  view  teach  that:  ‘‘The 
bread  and  wine  of  the  Supper  are  holy,  true 
symbols,  through  which  the  Lord  offers  and 
presents  the  true  communion  of  the  body, 
and  of  the  blood  of  Christ  for  the  feeding 
and  the  nourishing  of  the  spiritual  and  the 
eternal  life.”  Schaff-IIerzog  Enc.,  Volj  2. 
page  1349. 

This  same  idea  is  found  in  the  language  of 
the  Methodist  discipline  on  pages  21  and  22- 
It  says:  “The  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  * 

• • • • a sacrament  of  our  rcuetjip- 

tion  by  Christ’s  death ; insomuch  that  to  stleh 
ns  rightly,  worthily,  and.  with  faith  receive 
the  same,  the  bread  which  we  break  is  a pjar- 
taking  of  the  body  of  Christ;  and  likew  se; 
the  cup  of  blessing  is  a partaking  of  the 
blood  of  Christ.”  The  Presbyterian  Con- 


fession of  Faith  sets  forth  the  same  doc- 
trine, on  pages  1 57,  168,  in  the  following 
words:  “Worthy  receivers,  outwardly  par- 
taking of  the  visible,  elements  in  this  sacra- 
ment, do  then,  also,  inwardly,  by  faith, 
really  and  indeed,  yet  not  carnally  ami  cor- 
porally. but  spiritually,  receive  ami  feed  up- 
on (1>rist  crucified,  and  all  the  benefits  of 
His  death,”  etc. 

This  is  the  Reformed  View  belt!,  with  sonic 
modifications,  by  all  evangelical  communions 
except  Baptists.  Baptists  do  not  believe 
such  doctrines.  They  do  not  believe  that 
the  Supper  is  a sacrament,  nor  Jo  they  be- 
lieve that  worthy  receivers  in  partaking  of 
the  outward  elements,  feed  on  Christ  cruci- 
fied, etc.  To  Baptists  the  elements  repre- 
sent the  body  and  the  blood  of  Christ,  com- 
memorate His  death  for  us,  and  “show  His 
death  till  he  comes.”  Baptists  do  not  par- 
take of  the  Snpper  to  feed  the  spiritual  and 
eternal  life,  but  to  commemorate  the  absent 
Lord  until  he  shall  return.  Baptists  are 
strictly  Memorialists,  as  is  shown  by  their 
Articles  of  Faith  on  this  |M>iut.  The  arti- 
cle says:  “We  Believe  the  Scriptures  teach 
that  the  lord’s  Supper  is  a provision  of 
bread  and  wine,  as  symbols  of  Christ’s  body 
and  blood,  partaken  of  by  the  members  ot 
the  church  in  commemoration  of  the  suffer- 
ing and  death  of  their  Lord;  showing  their 
faith  and  participation  in  the  merits  of  His 
sacrifice,  and  their  ho|>e  of  eternal  4»le 
through  His  resurrection  from  the  dead.” 
lliseox  New  Church  Directory,  page  558. 

You  see  the  difference  in  doctrine.  How, 
then,  can  Baptists  consistently  .conunufte 
with  others,  or  others  with  them?  Belief, 
belief;  honest  belief!  forbids  the  sanctioning 
of  that  which  one  docs  not  believe.  So  does 
honest  manhood.  But  more  on  Memorial-

Kell’s  five  hundred  dollars  has  enabled  ua 
to  help  more  than  a dozen  place*  to  build 
chapels.  Without  this  help,  the  most  of 
these  chapels  would  not  have  been  built. 
There  arc  a number  of  places  that  need  help 
just  now. 

We  are  getting  tacts  together  for  our  an- 
nual report.  As  soon  as  it  is  printed,  I will 
send  you  one. 

I wish  to  thank  you  for  sending  us  The 
Reconl.  You  are  doing  a great  work  for 
missions,  education,  and  the  orphanage.  We 
have  an  orphanage  started  for  our  Baptist 
people.  There  nrc  twenty-odd  children  in 
the  orphanage.  No  mission  money  it  used 
for  this  purpose.

.‘•’From  our  brief  review  ot  the 
causes,”  says  the  report,  “the  bur- 
den of  blame  seems  to  rest  on  in-’ 
dividual  character  and  inwn. iter- 
ance tangled  together,  rather  than 
on  environment,  except  as  envi- 
I ronment  makes  character.” 

In  harmony  with  results  of  the 
special  investigations  of  the  causes 
of  broken  or  weakened  family  ties 
are  the  statieties  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  and  lLabor  of 
1908  concerning  the  relation  of 
drink  to  divorce  in  the  United 
States.
